In ceremonies held March 9, Superior Performance 
Awards were presented by Chief of Police Harold E. 
Taylor and Commanders John P. Kerwin, Wade Gomes 
and Clark Lynch to six officers and three CSA’s. Officer 
Eugene Wong was saluted for defensive tactics used last 
June 17 to apprehend a knife from a mentally deranged 
man who had threatened to commit suicide. Officer 
Forrest Tietz was commended for performing CPR on a 
man found unconscious in his car at the Colma Station 
parking structure last September 17. Officer Keith Justice 
made an armed robbery arrest at the Bay Fair Station last 
April 22 and was commended for his excellent investiga- 
tive skills.

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Last May, Officer Harry Holder and 
Officer Hugo Gonzales were in the 
right place at the right time when they 
intervened as a suspect was stabbing a 
victim.

Transportation employees have 

occupied new and refurbished 
buildings in Richmond and Hayward 
as part of a project to modernize 
Transportation operations at those 
yards and at the Concord Yard. 

Page Construction Company is 
completing the $2.3 million project for 
all three yards. At Richmond, the old 
building was gutted and renovated, 
and a second building was added to 
double the size of space available for 
Transportation employees. A new, 
1,650-square-foot building now joins 
the renovated 2,016-square-foot origi- 
nal building. Together, the buildings 
house offices, a conference room, 
lockers, restrooms and a train opera- 
tor break room for the 85 employees 
stationed out of Richmond. The 
Richmond Transportation Building 
project began last August and was 
completed on February 24. A ribbon-cutting ceremony was 
held February 17. 

The Hayward Yard also saw one building replaced by 
two, with a new 1,590-square-foot building completed on 
March 4 and lauded with a ribbon-cutting ceremony held 
April 15. Construction began last July. Renovation of the 
original 1,900-square-foot structure is still underway. The 
new building houses lockers and a ready room for train

learning what it takes to get into a career in transit 

maintenance by attending Vocational Day at BART’s 
maintenance and engineering divisions. On April 28, 
approximately 60 students from Oakland Technical High 
School’s Computer Technology Academy visited the 
Oakland Shops to participate in BART’s program designed 
to motivate young people to pursue their vocational and 
educational goals. 

Students arrived that morning at the Oakland Shop 
lunchroom to first hear introductory remarks from Chief 
Engineer Jim 
Dunn, who was 
the event's overall 
sponsor. 
Christopher 
Taylor also pre- 
sented the BART 
video, “City on 
Wheels.” Then 
students divided 
into six groups to 
attend demonstra- 
tions presented by BART employees in Facilities 
Maintenance, Automatic Fare Collection, Power and 
Mechanical, Non-Revenue Vehicle Shop, Systems 
Maintenance and Track and Structures. 

In demonstrations, students were introduced to BART’s 
irrigation system and landscaping operation; AFC equip- 
ment at the Lake Merritt BART Station; and the central 
computer room and Operations Control Center. Students 
also observed an electrician working on a 1,000-volt direct 
current third rail circuit breaker. They toured the Oakland 
vehicle shop, including the machine shop, welding fabrica- 
tion and the tools/parts room, and observed a track geom- 
etry vehicle and the Vac Con in Track and Structures. 


With its focus on stimulating and acquiring job skills, 
this program encourages students to think about their 
vocational options, noted Mae Meidav, who organizes and 
manages the Vocational Day program. Each demonstration 
module also included a facilitated discussion on what stu- 
dents experienced. 

“The Vocational Day engenders pride among BART 
employees by allowing them to demonstrate their skills 
and talk about what it takes in training and education to 
do their jobs,” said Mae.

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BART Revolutionizes Train Control 


talented team of BART employees is working to 

develop a new radio-based train control system 

that will be the first of its kind in the world and 
“revolutionize how we track and control trains,” says 
Gene Nishinaga, project manager for BART’s Advanced 
Automatic Train Control (AATC) project. 

Based on military technology being adapted for use in 
train control, AATC uses a network of radios located on 
trains and the trackway to locate trains along the track. 
Trains will be able to run faster and closer together, allow- 
ing more trains on the system with more passengers. 
“BART is leading the transit industry with our AATC pro- 
ject,” says Gene. “We are creating the next generation of 
train control systems.” 

AATC is an outgrowth of the Enhanced Position 
Location Reporting System defense technology first used 
by U.S. military forces to locate and command troops dur- 
ing the Persian Gulf War in 1991. It was developed by 
Hughes Aircraft for the U.S. Army and has been licensed 
by Harmon Industries, Inc. 
to develop the AATC system 
for BART. 

AATC makes use of 
radio transmitters and 
receivers placed alongside 
BART tracks, and in the lead 
and tail cars of trains, to 
track a train’s specific loca- 
tion. Messages transmitted 
every half-second between 
the trains and trackside 
radios are used to determine 
train location. The informa- i 
tion flows constantly to control stations, which set the 
train speeds and maintain separation between trains. 

The position of a train traveling 80 miles per hour can 
be tracked to within 15 feet of where it’s located, even 
under the San Francisco Bay. Using AATC, BART can 
reduce intervals between trains to two minutes, rather 
than the current interval of 2.5 to three minutes. Shorter 
headways mean more trains can be operated, carrying 
more passengers. 

The AATC project involves employees in nearly every 
department at BART, coordinated by Transit System 
Development. BART and contractor Harmon Industries, 
Inc. are jointly developing software applications, testing 
equipment, and installing the system. BART and Harmon 
Industries are also sharing development costs, and BART 
will receive royalty payments from Harmon Industries on 
that company’s sales of AATC equipment to other rail- 
roads and transit agencies.

While the project began five years ago in Research and 
Development, the BART team is now involved in Phase 2 
of the program to finish the design and to certify the sys- 
tem for safety. BART and Harmon Industries are now con- 
ducting lab integration testing at Harmon’s facility in 
Torrance, California, and field testing at the Hayward test 
track and between the Oakland Wye and the Coliseum sta- 
tion. Train operators may see radios on tunnel ceilings at 
the Oakland Wye, and on antenna platforms on the aerial 
structure between the Lake Merritt and Coliseum stations. 

Following successful completion of the current demon- 
stration phase, AATC will be installed on the BART system 
between the Bay Fair and Daly City stations. Completion 
for the Bay Fair to Daly City Stations is expected by 
December 2001. b
